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REMARKS 

Claims 1-57 and 64-73 are pending in die application. iTie Examiner lias 
withdrawn claims 33-73 from consideration. 

Tl)c Examiner has further restricted claims 1-32 and asserts that there are four 
species in which Species I is shown in Figure 2A, Species 11 is shown in Figuw 2B, 
Species III is shown in Figure 2C, and Species IV is shown in Figure 2D. The Examiner 
slates that claims 1 and 18 arc goneric- Applicants agree that claims 1 and 18 are generic. 
However, Applicants disagree as to the classification of species. 

Figures 2 A and 2D are alternative cmbodimenls of the grid section. Figure 2A, 
along with Figures 4-14 show the grid section with support strips 120, 122» 124, 126, and 
1 28. Figuio 2D is an alternative embodiment of the grid section, which shows the grid 
section with a bladder pair 1 60 and 152. Figures 2B and 2C show alternative 
embodimcjils of the spacing assembly of Uie infeed section. Figure 2B shows the spacing 
assembly as a side belt assembly 140 and Figure 2C shows the spacing assembly as a 
timing screw 1 50. Accordingly, the election would be diiccted to a choice between 
Figures 2A and 2D and also a choice between 2B and 2C» 

In response to the Restriction, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Species I. 
claims 1-2,4-6, 8-19, 21,23-32, with traverse. Applicants respectfully traverse the 
Election / Restriction requirement for the following reasons: 

liolh of tlic independent claims 1 and 18 are directed to the grid section, which is 
shown in Figure 2A. The spacing mechanism as a generic claim, is a dependent claim, 
which is claimed in claims 6 and 21 . The two species of the spacing mechanism ans Ihun 
claimed in claims 7 and 22 (screw) and claims 8 and 23 (side belt assembly). Accordingly, 
Applicants have included claims 6, 8, 21, and 23 with Ihc election of the Figure 2A. As 
such, Applicants believe that Figure 213 slioiild also be included in the election. 

For at least 111 is reason, the Restriction Requirement is traversed, and removal of 
the Requirement is respectfully requested As always, the Examiner is cordially invited to 
contact the undersigned by telephone to resolve any issues that remain. 
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Consideration and allowance of these claims are respectfully requested. The 
foregoing is believed to be fully responsive to tbis oflfiec action.
